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Claims 1,2,4,6-14,16-22,28-31,34-42,44-50 and 56-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Seth (US 6,350471B1). 

Claims 1,2,4-14,16-31,33-42,44-59,61-69,71-85,87-95,97-109 and 114-120 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Seth (US 6,350,471 B1 ) in view of Buhler et al. (US 6,592,900B1 ) and/or Remington's Pharmaceutical Sciences 1 990 1 8th Ed. Chpt. 
89, p1637. 

Applicant cites In re Land case law. The rejections are maintained as it has not been proven that the joint invention was made first/prior to 
the invention/reference of Seth (US 6,350,471 B1 ) as the limitation of "metformin" was included in the Seth reference and the coinventor 
Schmitt of the instant application was not listed as an inventor of the Seth reference. 

Also, In In re Land, separate U.S. patents to Rogers and to Land were used to reject a joint application to Rogers and Land under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) /1 03. The inventors worked for the same company (Polaroid) and in the same laboratory. All the patents flowed from the 
same research. In addition, the patent applications were prepared by the same attorneys, were interrelated and contained cross-references 
to each other. The court affirmed the rejection because (1 ) the inventive entities of the patents (one to Rogers and one to Land) were 
different from the inventive entity of the joint application (Rogers and Land) and (2) Land and Rogers brought their knowledge of their 
individual work with them when they made the joint invention. There was no indication that the portions of the references relied on disclosed 
anything they did jointly. Neither was there any showing that what they did jointly was done before the filing of the reference patent 
applications.
